REPORT OF STATISTICIAN 


i The report of your Statistician for the year ending Sept. 30, 
1924, is a thing of beauty and joy forever. No report in the past 
four years tells the story of increased activity as this one. Practi- 


cally every item that should show an increase or a decrease, in order 
to make figures represent a consistent improvement in the work and 
life of the church, registers true.

REPORT OF STUDENT WORK IN NON-LUTHERAN SCHOOLS | 


There is an increasing interest manifest throughout our church 
at large in the work of caring for our students enrolled in non- 
Lutheran schools. That there is an increasing responsibility is evi- 
dent in the report of our own Synod which shows 14 students from 
our congregations in Lutheran Colleges but 132 in other schools. 

I am glad to report that in every school center where we have 
a congregation, the students are cared for. About 250 Lutheran 
students are enrolled in the more important centers, Kansas Univer- 
sity, Kansas Agricultural College, and the State Teachers’ Colleges 
at Hays and Emporia. In addition, a few Lutheran students are 
enrolled in schools at Wichita, Salina and Ottawa, largely from the 

At the two Teachers’ Colleges, there is a far larger enrollment 
during the shorter summer sessions and the major portion of the 
student work is done at that time. Rev. Kabele, of Hays, upon ar- 
vate on the field last June, manifested immediate interest in the 
work. 
Kansas University with 100 Lutheran students in the student 
body, has an organized Luther Student association, which has a 
well defined program and publishes its own quarterly bulletin. The 
congregation at Lawrence has taken several decisive steps toward 
its goal of a new church. A building lot, 100 by 200 feet, facing a 
city park, was recently purchased. On the property stands 4 sorority 
house, which will be used as a social center. The congregation has 
accumulated a Building Fund of $19,000.

The Committee on Ministerial Relief would ap gry report 
that the Board of Ministerial Relief have on the list for Kansas; 
four ministers and ten widows, entailing a cost of $3,200 pension 
and in addition $180 given to those in actual want. 

We would respectfully recommend to Synod that the pastors ; 
co-operate with the Board in their efforts to secure funds to sup- 
plement pensions and bring relief in time of need, by furnishing © 


-lists of laymen from the congregations who would like ly contribute f 


funds if letters received from the board would be placed in the hands 
of such laymen. 

Returns from apportionments hows not yet been equal to the 
amount of cost for pensions. A year ago there was a shortage in 
the amount of $20,000, which shortage threatened the ability to 
meet pension claims, but special gifts have relieved the situation 


and somewhat reduced debt. However, a debt still remains and _ 


relief is impossible without gifts for this purpose. 
Nationally, there are at present on the roll, 188 retired and : 
disabled ministers, 402 widows and 82 children, aggregating a cost 


of $141,000 per annum. Gifts to the Board have enabled $18,000 to 


be annually distributed in the past two years. On the whole, the 
situation, with reference to this matter, is most encouraging and 
we commend it to the interests of all congregations and individual ; 
members of the church. : 


The Committee on Ministerial Relief would respectfully recom- 7 
mend the following resolutions: : 
Resolved that the Committee co-operating with the Board of 5

REPORT ON LUTHERAN CAMP) 


The second season for the Lutheran Camp began J une 9th and 
closed September ist. As we look back and gaze into the faces of 


the youths who were sheltered under canvass and estimate their 


worth and compute the latent possibilities inherent in all of them; 
and sit again beside that fine group of Luther Leaguers and value 
their assets, both to God and the church; and then look: ahead and 
imagine the unlimited blessings in store for our Lutheran church 
. these two sources, we are glad that the Lutheran Camp is a 
reality. | 

The camp this past season was operated with a personnel of 
six. Mr. and Mrs. Cris Hoffman were the caretaker and cook, re- 
spectively; Rev. R. J. Wolf, manager; Wilbur Klover, assistant 
manager; Luther Patterson, swimming instructor, and Floyd Sex- 
ton, utility boy. With the exception of the manager and the utility 
boy the working force received an aggregate pay of $450.00 for the 
summer. Net profits amounting to around $900.00 were realized 
from all sources, which when computed show $500.00 from the table; 


$225.00 from contributors; $100.00 from gate receipts ‘and 875.00 


from store. The nominal charge of $1.00 per day was made against 
each camper, for which three wholesome meals, cot and straw tick, 
a day of program and varied activity and a general good healthful 
time were given in return. : 

Five distinctive groups and many impromptu groups were 
entertained this season. The first stated group comprised the boys, 


of whom there were 66 from 7 congregations of the Synod. he 5 


second group were the girls, numbering only 23 from 2 congrega- 
tions. The third group came from Junction City and enrolled 42 
Scouts for a week’s period. The fourth group represented the sec- 
ond annual Camp-Conference of our State Luther League. The 
fifth group was a mixed one and the campers, both young and middle 
aged, in this group came and went all through the month of August. 
This was the Family Group. Beside these five groups there were 
50 Augustana Luther Leaguers at camp for one full day; 31 Camp 
Fire girls from Junction City for two days and several other smaller 
groups from one to seven days. In all 350 people were under can- 
vass and more than 1,500 visitors to the camp. i 
Improvements made to the camp this year cost around $1,400.00. 
The chief additions being a three roomed building for use as a wash

store * for ening system and tools, and a candy and 
room, 8 gum dispensory; a double tennis court; floors for tents; 
100 elm and poplar trees around the outer edge of the open section 
of camp and along the driveway into camp; grading of road into 
camp and baseball diamond; system of sewerage and drainage; an 
open air pavillion and many other minor improvements. With the f 
net profits of $900.00 for the summer’s activities the management is 
left with an approximate shortage of $500.00. Since the closing 
of the books for Synodical report purposes the local Rotary Club 


has pledged $400.00 through its members to help take care of this 


44 — Without a doubt the remaining $100.00 and more will 
be collected before long. i 
Our plans for next year call for only a two months’ season, 
from. July ist to August 31st, instead of a three months’ season as 
in the past two years. The reason for this move is in consideration 
of the fact that present camp manager is pastor of a church and 
it is consequently felt that two months from pastoral duties is not 
conducive to the best interests of that church. Then again the 


manager feels that a shorter and fuller season will result in greater 


good than was the case in accordance with the arrangement of the 
past two years. This change will necessitate a shortening of the 
time for the Family Group to a ten-day period, with the rest of the 
time allotted to group camps. 

The program for next year’s season calls for a Lutheran Boys’ 
Camp; a Lutheran Girls’ Camp; a Boy Scout Camp; a Rotary Boys’ 


Camp; Family Camp and the Luther League Camp-Conference. A _ 


wo ought to be said about the contribution of the Rotary Club 
and its connection with Rotary Boys’ Camp. This contribution was 
not made outright, but as expressed and understood in the following 
paragraph, which was incorporated in a set of resolutions favorably 
passed upon by the Rotary Club itself as introduced by the came 
manager, as follows: 

“Every $10.00 contribution made by any member of the Rotary 
Club of Abilene entitles a boy to a 7-day camp for two consecutive 
years at half the regular fee, or a reduction of $3.50. Contribu- 
tions above $10.00 providing the 7-day camp for one boy at half the 
price for every $5.00 part thereof.” 

This means that in the course of two years the camp will give 
back $7.00 for every $10.00 contribution made by Rotary, but it also 
means that right now the camp gets the money when needed. This 
arrangement will not cause the management to lose a penny. The 
Rotary clubs of Junction City and Hermgton are now taking che 
same offer under advisement, the intention being of holding one 


men behind the camp what great results may accrue to it! 


Other interested groups are inquiring about reservations at ‘the
